THE ABOVE OFFICERS RECEIVED A RADIO CALL TO RESPOND TO SOLO 
TAPA LOCATED AT 6250 HOLLYWOOD BLVD REGARDING A BATTERY 
JUST OCCURRED. ADDITIONAL INFORMATION, THE SUSPECT ISA 
FEMALE BLACK IN THE PATIO AREA OF THE BUSINESS. 


UPON ARRIVAL WE OBSERVED A FEMALE BLACK LEAVING THE 
BUSINESS WALKING WEST ON HOLLYWOOD BLVD. WE WENT INSIDE 
THE BUSINESS AND CONTACTED THE VICTIM (IDENTIFIED AS MANKO, 
JOSEPH). 


VICTIM MANKO TOLD US THAT WHILE AT THE BUSINESS, HE WAS 
APPROACHED BY A FEMALE BLACK (SUSPECT) WHO ASKED HIM FORA 
CIGARETTE. HE COMPLIED. HE SAID, HE ALONG WITH A FRIEND WENT 
TO THE PATIO AREA OF THE BUSINESS TO ENJOY THEIR BEVERAGE. 


VICTIM MANKO STATED WHILE CONSUMING HIS BEVERAGE, THE SAME 
FEMALE BLACK WALK TO HIS TABLE AND STARTED A CONVERSATION. 
FOR UNKNOWN REASON THE FEMALE PICKED-UP HIS DRINK (GLASS) 
AND THREW IT AT HIM STRIKING HIM IN THE CHEST. THE GLASS 
BOUNCED OFF HIS CHEST, HITTING THE TABLE AND SHATTERED, 
HITTING HIM ON THE LEFT HAND. THE FEMALE LEFT THE BUSINESS. 


WE ASKED THE VICTIM IF HE WAS DESIROUS OF PROSECUTION. HE 
SAID “YES” AND SIGNED THE PRIVATE PERSON ARREST FORM. 
(SUBMITTED WITH THIS REPORT). 


ARREST 


WE ESCORTED THE VICTIM TO THE LOCATION OF THE SUSPECT, WHO 
WAS SITTING ON A PUBLIC BUS BENCH AT VINE STREET AND 
HOLLYWOOD BLVD. THE VICTIM WALKED OVER TO THE SUSPECT AND 
TOLD HER THAT HE WAS MAKING A PRIVATE PERSON ARREST FOR 
BATTERY. 


THE SUSPECT WAS NOT HANDCUFFED. THE SUSPECT REMAINED 
SEATED. WHEN ASKED HER NAME SHE REPLIED, “I WANT TO TALK TO 
MY LAWYER.” NO OTHER QUESTIONS WHERE ASKED. 


LAPD OFFICERS PENA AND BARRAGAN (UNIT 6A67) RESPONDED. THEY 
CONTACTED THE SUSPECT AND HANDCUFFED HER FOR OFFICER 
SAFETY. 


LAPD OFFICERS CONDUCTED AN INVESTIGATION ASKING THE VICTIM 
AND WITNESS QUESTION ABOUT THE ASSAULT. OFFICERS ASKED IF 
THEY WANTED THE SUSPECT ARRESTED, OR DID THEY WANT THEM TO 
ASSIST THE SUSPECT WITH INTERVENTION (MENTAL HEALTH, HOUSING 
AND COUNSELLING). THE VICTIM SAID “YES.” 


LAPD OFFICER RELEASED THE SUSPECT AFTER ADVISING HER OF THE 
VARIOUS PROGRAMS FOR ASSISTANCE. THE SUSPECT SAID SHE 
UNDERSTOOD BUT REFUSED ANY INTERVENTION AND LEFT THE 
LOCATION
